™qIN ANOTHER page you'll find a letter from a collector who 
felt something should be done about gum—and did it. We 
have all read and heard requests that gum be removed 
from stamps for the good of our stamps, but Mr. Gray is 
the first person we've met who actually removed the gum 
from his. And moreover he chose the (we hope not sig- 
nificant!) date of Friday the 13th to do it. It may be that 
his ventures in collecting precancels as a sideline to -his-other-collections, 
taught 





him how gum can be done away with no harm to stamps, collec- 
tion, collector or resale value of the stamps. We have always admired 
precancel collectors for those two things they ignore, gum and water 
marks. But that’s another story. 


Many a collector has been waiting for someone else to take the initia- 
tive in removing gum and it now is to be seen how many will follow Mr. 
Gray’s lead. We suggested a while back that of all the societies organ- 
ized in this hobby, it was surprising that an Anti-Gum organization had 
not been formed. All that is needed to rout gum from its place of high 
respect is an organized campaign against it. 


We’ve had our say before on the subject of gum. It certainly does 
our stamps no good. And we all seem agreed that it is dangerous in more 
ways than one. When aged or dried, it has a tendency to crack, cracking 
the paper at the same time. U. S. of the early Bureau printings are good 
examples of this danger. In attempting to keep their stamps O. G. col- 
lectors have stained and discolored them due to climate, materials used, 
or just a poor grade adhesive. It might even be said that in removing 
the gum one also removes the danger of the rest of the family using 
choice specimens for postage. In some households that should be a de- 
cisive argument in favor of removal of gum. 


Only fear of decrease in value, has kept most collectors from remov- 
ing gum. If all should commence buying and selling with a complete 
disregard of the gooey stuff, that fear woud soon be shown unnecessary. 
It is not necessary to wait for all collectors. Once a strong group makes 
gum a nuisance instead of a necessity, we can all remove it from our 
stamps and be assured our philatelic treasures won’t deteriorate due to 
something that adds nothing to the beauty or interest of our collections.

Wonder what he 
meant? ... The late A. Eugene Michel 
once showed us a cover in his possession 
which had “$200,000 postage” on it. 
The letter was mailed from Russia fol- 
lowing the overthrow of the Czar 
and the old regime, which was followed 
by devaluation of the Russian ruble. 
There were 18 stamps on the cover, each 
stamp representing 22,500 rubles or a 
grand total of 405,000 rubles. Since the 
ruble was worth at time the stamps were 
printed, approximately 50 cents, the post- 
age on the cover aounted to over $200,- 
000. 


Censor Marks 





Herman Herst, Jr., of New York City, 
reports a censored cover from England 
which indicates the officials there are 
more interested in what is inside the 
envelope than on the OUTSIDE. Al- 
though it bears the usual censor label, 
the cover has neither stamp nor postmark 
and was delivered in the U. S. without 
postage due. 

Censor Labels as described before on 
British mail, are also noted with printing 
in orange and black as well as red. 

Canada is using a white label 3%” by 
134” with inscription “Opened to verify 
contents in accordance with requirements 
of Foreign Exchange Control Board and 
officially sealed by “i 
below for initials of “Examiner” and 
space at right of wording for “Date.” 
The dating is accomplished by a bilingual 
blue octagonal marking with date in cen- 
ter and in French and English “District 
Director of Postal Service, Quebec, P. 
Q.,” which ties the label to the cover. 

A cover mailed from Reykjavik, Ice- 
land, on Nov. 13 arrived at the Linprint 
office December 10. It had been opened 
and resealed with black censor label 
which appears to be identical with those 
used elsewhere by English censors. 


A cover with censor labels of both Ger- 
many and England is submitted. It took 
three months for the letter to come from 
Koln, Germany, to the U. S. A. As usual 
the colored paper lining the envelope 
had been removed. 

An English censored cover is noted 
having the printed number in the label 
scratched out. by pen and another num- 
ber rubberstamped below it. 

It isn’t exactly a censor mark, but mail 
to the Stamp Collectors Exchange Club, 
Sarnia, Ontario, is being returned send- 
ers with a single-line magenta marking 
“MAIL FOR THIS ADDRESS PRO- 
HIBITED.” Covers are backstamped at 
both U. S. and Canadian dead letter 
offices. No explanation is offered. A 
piece of mail addressed to Channel 
Islands, England, is returned with two 
line red rubber stamp “NO SERVICE/ 
RETURN TO SENDER,” which is un- 
derstandable since the islands are occu- 
pied by German forces. 

Our thanks to Adam Gruenig for sub- 
mitting several of the above for inspec- 
tion. Mr. Gruenig i is a collector who en- 
joys examining current mail for the oddi- 
ties and overlooked items.

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at least, the stamp being perforated at 
vertical sides only; no perforation at top 
and none anywhere at the bottom. The 
perforation gauged correctly 12 on the 
sides. This could have come from a sheet 
imperforate horizontally, but a single is 
inconclusive proof since it could be pro- 
duced by applying perforations to the 
imperforate 1c. Mr. Gard found it among 
alot of odds and ends which had no par- 
ticular value and their owner had evi- 
dently never noticed the oddity. This 
stamp could also be from a sidewise coil 
of the stamp, but the large margin at 
bottom makes this seem unlikely. It was 
not customary to leave a large margin on 
the coils, as this lack of uniform width 
of the roll would make their use difficult 
in machines. Who can explain this stamp? 





While proofs and essays are not stamps, 
many a collector has found they are an 
interesting specialty. In addition to the 
startlingly beautiful show pieces found in 
these; items which in the issued stamps 
either do not exist or are valued beyond 
average means; there are the many items 
such as plate and die proofs within reach 
of the average collector. Mounted in a 
U. S. collection with the issued stamps 
they add immensely to the interest of a 
collection. At the J. C. Morgenthau and 
Harmer, Rooke #& Co. sales in January a 
wealth of this material is offered, and 
despite the great interest in these items, 
the small collector and dealer will be able 
to carry off many items. The Morgen- 
thau lots have been described. Just be- 
fore Christmas the Harmer, Rooke cata- 
log arrived. It lists nearly 700 lots of 
which about half are Die Proofs, the bal- 
ance Plate Proofs, Essays and Trial Color 
Proofs. The Earl of Crawford once had 
what was thought the best collection of 
these U. S. ever formed and the catalog 
shows this must have been true. The Die 
Proofs contain many otherwise unknown 
varieties of the 1861 to 1890 issues. The 
plate proofs include many spectacular 
blocks such as plate imprint and number 
blocks of 8 to 14 of issues from the 1869 
to and through the Columbians. Full 
sheets of the Dollar State Departments 
are included. Outstanding plate blocks 
are those of the 90c 1869, and dollar 
Columbians. The inverted centers are 
represented by singles of all four bicolors 
of 1869 and the State Department dollar 
values. The trial color proofs include 
nearly a complete set of the Atlanta Ex- 
position issue in five colors of each de- 
sign from 1851 to 1873 with Officials, 
Newspapers, Dues, etc. Truly a magnifi- 
cent offering.

Knapp Collection Contains 
Historic Material 





An amazing wealth of historic reference 
material has been found in the Edward 
S. Knapp collection, the Philatelic Re- 
search Laboratories announced this week 
after a preliminary examination of the 
several hundred albums and cases in 
which the collection is housed. Mr. 
Knapp, one of the country’s most dis- 
tinguished philatelists, died in New York 
last spring. 

“The material he assembled,” it was 
said at the laboratories, “reveals that Mr. 
Knapp, besides being a great collector, 
was an earnest and thorough student of 
American life. Aided by his deep under- 
standing of our history and geography, 
he literally combed the country for his- 
toric data, documents, pictures, maps, 
letters, and other material pertinent to 
the thousands of individual items in his 
collection. Much of the history of the 
United States could be retold from these 
documents. As a result his collection, 
one of the most important known to 
philately, has interest and significance 
reaching far beyond the borders of phi- 
lately itself.”

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The New Scott Air Post Catalogue 


The publication of a new Scott cata- 
logue is always an event of importance 
to every stamp collector and dealer. The 
Standard Postage Stamp Catalogue 


covering the stamps of the world and} 


the United States Stamp Catalogue, 
Specialized, are the accepted and indis- 
pensable standards connected with the 
buying and selling of stamps in this 
country. The publishers, Scott Publica- 
tions, Inc., have just announced the ap- 
pearance on December 18th of the 1941 
edition of the Standard Catalogue of Air 
Post Stamps. During the past five years 
the production rights to this publication 
were leased to Nicolas Sanabria and dur- 
ing that period Scott Publications, Inc., 
did not issue any air mail catalogue under 
their own imprint. 


This new Standard Catalogue of Air 
Post Stamps follows the same style and 
format of the two other Scott catalogues 
and the same governing standard of list- 
ings applies to all three publications. In 
other words, only such stamps as were 
issued for legitimate postal purposes and 
which were on sale for a_ reasonable 
length of time through regular channels, 
without any undue premium or restric- 
tions, are admitted to the book. Minor 
varieties and errors are listed only when 
the publishers have been able to ascer- 
tain that such variations actually oc- 
curred during the regular process of man- 
ufacture and were not produced through 
favor, connivance or other irregularity. 
Stamps which are known to have been 
produced and marketed for the sole pur- 
pose of obtaining revenue from stamp 
collectors or about which there may be 
some question as to their regularity are 
not listed as regular issues but are men- 
tioned in notes explaining their status. 
For example, recognition is not given to 
the so-called “Amelia Earhart” air mail 
stamp of Mexico which appeared in 1935 
nor to the so-called New York Exposi- 
tion issue of the various Portuguese 
Colonies which appeared in 1939. 


The Standard Catalogue of Air Post 
Stamps has been compiled by Hugh M. 
Clark, editor, in collaboration with the 
American Air Mail Society through its 
Catalogue Listing Committee. This com- 
mittee consists of the following members: 
Paul F. Berdanier, Jr., Chairman; Wil- 
liam R. C. Alley; George W. Angers; 
Alton J. Blank; Walter J. Conrath; L. 
B. Gatchell; J. J. Klemann, Jr.; and 
Charles P. Porter. This committee has 
gone on record as stating their apprecia- 
tion of this cooperative opportunity of 
re-establishing this highly interesting and 
important branch of philately on a thor- 
oughly sound foundation. 


Mr. Clark also acknowledges his in- 
debtedness to a number of leading deal- 
ers who specialize in air mail stamps in- 
cluding Messrs. Emil Bruechig, L. W. 
Charlat, F. W. Kessler, Harry M. Kon- 
wiser, Robert Lyon and Nicolas Sanabria. 

Each stamp is priced in three condi- 
tions, used, unused and on cover. The 


numbers are the same as given in the 








general catalogue and other matter also 
conforms. The purpose, date of issue, 
printer and ultimate disposal of each is- 
sue is stated, except when such informa- 
tion is not known. The quantities issued 
are also given. In page arrangement the 
catalogue is similar to the U. S. Special- 
ized, having two columns per page and 
listings being generously spaced and in 
larger sizes of type than used in the gen- 
eral catalogue. With the aid of the numer- 
ous footnotes and explanatory matter, 
the collector is enabled to write up his 
air post collection in an excellent manner. 
While there are gaps remaining in the in- 
formation, the next edition will no doubt 
see some of these removed as more in- 
formation is received. Two issues which 
have been the subject of much contro- 
versy of late, the Colombian of 1919 and 
Honduras 1925 are listed in the edition, 
the latter with a lengthy description. 
Many other issues, semi-official or pri- 
vate, which have attracted at times much 
interest in arero-philatelic circles are not 
listed, including the Canadian semi-of- 
ficials, Turkish aviation fund, Australia’s 
Ross Smith, Honduras Garay, Lundy, etc. 


Under the title of each country a single 
paragraph gives the geographical descrip- 
tion of the country. All designs, types of 
surcharges, and watermark types are fully 
illustrated. All in all, there are 228 
pages of listings. Printing is of the usual 
Scott high standard of quality and bind- 
ing and page size are same as the other 
two catalogues. Price of the catalogue is 
$2.00 and it is on sale at most stamp 
dealers and book stores. 


The editors explain their prices in a 
special section in the front of the book. 
Reasons for higher or lower sales prices 
than those quoted are explained. Prices 
for blocks of four are no longer given 
since in most issues these are obtainable 
simply at four times the single price. The 
cover prices are for singles used to pre- 
pay some postal rate and in most coun- 
tries seem to be moderate in comparison 
with actual scarcity and demand. In most 
issues a cover is priced at roughly 25% 
over the price of a single used copy. 


®@ When a letter addressed to the U. S. 
is mailed in a foreign country with U. S. 
special delivery stamps affixed, the let- 
ter will be delivered by special delivery 
messenger in the United States. If the 
country has reciprocal service with the 
U. S., the letter is treated as short-paid 
in the U.S. and addressee is charged 
postage due for double the special de- 
livery fee, less the face value of special 
delivery stamps. Under these regulations 
various foreign post offices have stocked 
U. S. Special Delivery stamps. 


® Though native characters are used for 
every word in Japanese, the figures used 
are the adopted ones from Western coun- 
tries, consequently all stamps now have 
only the figure of value in internationally 
used characters.

Ecuador's Stamps Cost More 





As a result in increase of value of the 
Ecuadorian sucre, the Pan American Un- 
ion found it necessary to increase the 
price of the Pan-American Union com- 
memoratives of that country on sale at 
the Union in Washington, D. C. The 
Union must sell all stamps for member 
countries at not less than face value and 
in this instance the increase was neces- 
sary to protect the Ecuadorian govern- 
ment from possible loss. 

The Union has so far been assured 
by only one country, the Dominican Re- 
public, that supplies of all new issues 
will be sent the Union for sale to collect- 
ors. As of the present, no additional 
varieties from the Dominican Republic 
have arrived, but will be announced by 
the Union.

“Why must I pay return postage and 
registration on orders sent the Philatelic 
Agency?’’ Since the franking privilege is 
set by act of Congress, only passage of a 
new law would permit the franking o: 
mail from the Agency. You do not have 
to pay registration unless you want to. 
It is unnecessary so far as safety to reg 
ister small orders of but minor value. 
Registration for orders smaller than a 
dollar is absurd; for it would then be 
cheaper to’ buy the stamps from a dealer. 





“How are cachets and postmarks ob 
tained from offices such as are mentioned 
in your paper: ‘Navy post offices have 
been ordered established on the U. S. S 
Mayo and Barnett, as branches of New 
York City’?”’ Simply send covers inside 
a larger envelope addressed “Navy Mail 
Clerk, U. S. S. Mayo, New York, N. Y.” 
All navy offices, with very few excep 
tions (and these are noted in the news 
items) are branches of New York City’s 
post office, regardless of location of the 
vessel. 





“IT have a 2c U. S. No. 634 but it has 
Electric Eye markings, though the cata- 
log says this stamp was issued in 1926-27. 
The Electric Eyes were not supposed to 
have been used until 1935. How do you 
explain this?” The year given in the 
catalogue does not indicate the entire 
period of issue. It only gives the year or 
years in which a series first was issued. 
The 2c No. 634 was issued until super- 
seded by the 2c Presidential over ten 
years later. Late printings of it were 
made from plates equipped for Electric 
Eye perforating. 





“Are the 10c, 15c and 20c airmail 
stamps used for anything other than 
gathering in collectors’ money? Kindly 
mention the purpose these stamps have 
served since 1926.’ Our reader is too 
suspicious; and we can see he is one 
who does NOT read the post office bul- 
letin board posters. These three stamps 
individually as well as in combination 
make a number of air mail rates to West 
Indies and Latin-American points, and

The 10c is used for the single rate to 
Cuba, Jamaica, Haiti, Bahamas, Virgin 
Islands, etc. The 15c in like manner is 
used to Canal Zone, Panama, Trinidad, 
Leewards and others. The 20c also makes 
the exact rate to many points. Mailers 
are urged by the postal service to use 
these distinctive stamps and sales at the 
Agency must be a small fraction of to- 
tals. 





“Why are the Netherlands air mail 
stamps of 1933 and 1938 inscribed in 
Dutch ‘Special Flights’ while other Dutch 
airs are simply inscribed ‘Airmail’?” The 
1933 stamp was for use on Christmas 
mail via special flights from Amster- 





dam to Batavia, East Indies. The 1938 
stamp was issued for use on a special 
flight to South Africa in connection with 
the Voortrekker Centenary there with a 
celebration on Dingaans Day, the date on 
which the Dutch immigrants defeated the 
native chieftain and his army. 





“Was the red or blue plate number 
missing on the 24c inverted center air- 
mail sheet of 1918?” The only plate num- 
ber on the sheet was at the bottom, it 
being the number of the plate for print- 
ing the centers and consequently was in 
blue. 





“Is it permissible to send covers to 
postmasters at various towns in order to 
obtain the postmark?” There is no ob- 
jection, and usually postmasters are 
pleased to oblige. However they are not 
required to supply all sorts of services 
and act as general souvenir agents in the 
procuring of pictures, souvenirs, etc., and 
in some instances they have been over- 
run with requests of this nature. 





“An airmail cover received bears in 
addition to the airmail envelope stamp, 
a 10c Jane Addams stamps. What does 
that signify?” Apparently the sender in- 
tended this to be a special delivery 
letter, but failed to mark it and the post 
office also failed to notice the overpay- 
ment. That is why the P. O. urges mail- 
ers to use special stamps for this purpose, 
as clerks can quickly identify such mail. 


® Toward the end of the Civil War, men 
were so scarce for some civil occupations 
in the South that at the post office of 
Mobile at least, the force was composed 
of women.

from BLUE BELL, Pa., Da 121. A card 
from D. S. Kelly with 1%c West Milton, 
U-121 inv. One too from Don MacBain 
with a 144c Dayton city type coil.—Larry 
Edmonds sends me a 2c and 20c North 
Bergen, N. J., Presidentials, U-121 type, 
also a 1%4c Battle Creek Presidential in 
that old fancy double line type. I guess 
they will keep printing from that plate 
till the end of the Century, then perhaps 
lay it away to rest. I wonder how many 
more values on the Presidential series 
have been overprinted by this plate. I 
previously noted the 1c. Who has seen 
others?—A 144c LYNDON, KY., Presi- 
dential in U-122 for new town and type. 
Noted some llc Presidential Bureaus 
coming through from Cincinnati nicely off 
center smudged and dated. Ought not to 
be much danger of reuse here. How often 
have you noted high values UNDATED 
and low values DATED? You will see 
them every now and then and one just 
about as often as the other.—More Presi- 
dential bureaus. 3c Canton, O., U-122; 
8c and 9c Jamaica, N. Y., U-12N; 3c 
Kingsport, Tenn., U-121; 10c Dayton, 
Ohio, U-12; 1c Millersburg U-73; 2c
